to  walk  out  of  the  prison  by  my¬ 
self.  The  Almighty  God  delivered 
me  just  one  day  before  my  execu¬ 
tion.” 

During  her  stay  in  prison  she 
found  spiritua1  strength  in  verses 
of  scripture  that  she  had  memor¬ 
ized.  Prisone-s  were  not  allowed 
Bibles.  Daily  devotions  were  possi¬ 
ble  not  only  for  her  but  her  cell 
mates  because  of  Scripture  know- 
ledege.  Many  were  won  to  Christ 
through  her. 

After  being  released  from  prison 
Mrs.  Kim  s  hair,  sight,  hearing, 
skin  toenails  and  fingernails  were 
returned  to  her  . 

Mrs.  Kim  was  imprisoned  be¬ 
cause  she  felt  led  of  the  Lord  to 
tell  the  Japanese  war  lords  about 
Christ.  She  bought  a  one-way  ticket 
to  Tokyo  to  do  this  because  she  felt 
it  was  the  way  to  the  “Lions  Den” 
and  she  would  never  return  to 
Korea. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kim  were  both 
born  in  Korea  and  educated  in  ten 
Japanese  Universities.  Mr.  Kim 
was  the  first  President  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Student  Association  of  the  En¬ 
gineering  College  of  Seouls  Nation¬ 
al  University  and  before  coming 
to  America  taught  in  high  schools 
establishing  the  Christian  Student 
Associations.

As  Others  Saw  It 

Continuing  the  series  of  editor¬ 
ials  giving  the  ideas  of-  other 
Southern  Baptist  editors  concern¬ 
ing  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion.  we  give  below  some  expres¬ 
sions  of  opinion. 

Dr.  Leon  Macon,  editor  of  the 
Alabama  Baptist  says  ^doctrinal 
questions  should  be  avoided  at 
Conventions: 

“It  appears  to  us  that  every  ef¬ 
fort  to  bring  about  doctrinal  unity 
in  the  Convention  will  result  in 
division.  These  things  should  be 
safeguarded  through  our  seminar¬ 
ies  and  other  agencies  of  the  Con- 
,  vention.  Here  the  Convention  has 
a  perfect  right  to  give  directives. 
When  we  bring  issues  to  the  Con¬ 
vention  floor,  we  run  the  danger 
of  a  commotion.  The  Convention 
has  every  right  to  consider  some 
individual  church’s  lack  of  con¬ 
formity  looking  toward  correction 
within  the  church  or  withdrawing 
fellowship  from  it.  We  will  move 
|  definitely  in  the  direction  of  a 
hierarchy  if  we  seek  to  give  Con¬ 
vention  directives  directly  to  in- 
I  dividuals."

for  liquor,  he  has  only  $45  to 
spend  with  the  merchants  who 
have  been  getting  $50.  That  means 
that  each  merchant  will  get  a  little 
less  of  the  fifty  than  he  has  been 

getting.  ._ 

To  put  it  in  larger  figures,  if 

liquor  is  legalized  and  people  in 
Mississippi  spend  $5,000,000  more 
for  liquor  than  they  now  spend, 
business  men  of  Mississippi  will 
get  $5,000,000  less  in  trade. 

And  remember  that  most  of  the 
money  spent  for  liquor  will  go  to 
other  states.  Every  dime  spent
